"The purpose of this require-

Only in thi» way 
will we be able to ascertain wheth- 
er the people of Virginia are pre- 
pared to blackout their lights on 
an instant's, notice without having 
been previously warned. 

No Warning by Enemy 

"Certainly no warning will be 
given by the enemy if he intends 
to raid our State. He will strike 
swiftly and with deadly accuracy. 
We must, therefore, attempt to 
simulate an actual raid by. sur- 
prising the people and having a 
complete blackout," the State Co- 
ordinator added. 

"Arrangements have been 
made," his statement continues, 
"by the local coordinators to notify 
all important installations of the 
fact that a test is taking place by 
calling them on the 'Yellow' or 
'Blue' and informing them of the 
fact. This will be all the warning 
given these installations. Certain 
plants and utilities are exempt 
from participating in this test, hav- 
ing convinced the authorities that 
they can blackout instantly in the 
event of real danger." 

Plea for Cooperation 

The State Coordinator concludes 
his statement with an appeal for 
the complete cooperation of all 
citizens in these words: 

"Let Us enter into this test with 
a serious intent to comply with re- 
quisements, and with the fixed idea 
of being on constant watch for such 
alarms, whether they be tests or 
actual raids. It is only thus that 
we can become prepared."

It is possible that this condition of over- 
crowding will grow worse, as more defense 
workers seek residence in the county. Buses 
will wear out in time and may not be replac- 
able. But, if there is a way to secure needed 
equipments and materials, it is our belief 
that the school board and the superintendent 
will get them. They have not failed us in the 
past and that is an encouraging sign for the 
future. 

Wartime conditions are with us, may re 
main for longer than we now believe. A re 
sponsibility of every individual is to coope- 
rate with — not harrass — those who are 
charged with the difficult tasks of adjusting 
local life to these changing conditions.

the great depression. Second, if the big industrial companies can be 
induced, with the techni al encouragement of the Farm Chemurgic 
Council, for example, to pursue further research into the chemical 
transformation of farm crops into industrial products, a new day is 
almost certain to dawn for American farmers. 

The immediate after-the-wnr future of both of these developments, 
it seems to us is tied up to just one tiling — the amount of reserves 
which American manufacturers will have available when the time 
comes to shift from war production back to the products of peace. If 
manufacturers come out of the war with the cash to do it, they will 
mal;.' the shift-over to peace production with the least possible dislo- 
cation and labor and the shortest possible period of idleness.

MAN POWER NEED POSES PROBLEMS 

There are tco few carpenters in the U. S. A. to handle war con- 
struction, a circumstance that has led to an apprentice-training 
program under the jcint auspices of the National Building Contrac- 
tors and the Carpenters International Union. Farm labor, too, if 
insufficient, will be increased by importation of Mexican farm work- 
ers by special arrangement, between the U. S. and Mexico. 

Everywhere the need for manpower poses problems. Selective Ser- 
vice Director Hershey is trying to arrange the "loads" of draft boards 
throughout the country so that each class of selectees will be called 
up more or less at the same time. Local boards with a heavy pro- 
portion of single men, for instance, should send these men in at 
about the same time that other boards with smaller numbers of the 
same class send theirs, regardless of quotas. The War Department 
will take volunteers with special skills up to the age of 50, provided 
such men are cleared by their local draft boards. This policy, how- 
ever, will not deprive war industries of needed older men. 

Registration of former Merchant Marine seamen and officers to 
find men with previous sea experience begins September 8. A school 
for 350 cadets, midshipmen of the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve, 
was opened at San Mateo, Cal. 

The acute labor shortage in the West Coast logging industry may 
be relieved by Office of Price Administration revision of lumber 
prices, and by overtime operations. Four war agency heads urged 
miners of copper and other metals to stay on their jobs, produce 
more raw materials. 

In spite of the tremendous load on our railroads, both for freight 
for farm commodities, forced savings and widespread taxes on income, and passenger service, the outlook is cheering. Regulated freight

Washington, D. C. »NWNS>— Con- 
gress had its busiest week in many 
months when it rushed through de- 
bate on the bill to stabilize wage* 
and farm prices and when the sen- 
ate tackled the problem of put- 
ting through the biggest tax bill h 
history. 

Although there was cuf>M''erabt< 
disagreement on the anti-irlU tic 
measure, the farm groups- arr/ti 
labor groups fighting to aim re f 
interests of their members, t' 
measure met less opposite! tKi 
was expected— largely, it is bi 
lieved, because of the Presire: t 
threat that if congress didn't nr 
before October 1 he would use h; 
war powers to dictate a policy o; 
wages and farm price control 

It is not expected that food priro 
to the consumer will be reducer 
because of the measure, but therr 
probably will be no increase per 
mlttad on foods excepting those feu 
whteb have been selling at an un 
u*-»*Hy low price. The measure is 
tigfcWJud to put an end to strikes 
and MWVfBt demands for wage in- 
cr a af i g , although there are loop- 
hole* Wnteh would lead to demands 
for higher pay If the cost of living 
Increases appreciably , 

Whether the measure will freeze 
prices and wages completely de- 
penda entirely on the President, 
since "adjustments" can be made 
by htm if he considers them nec- 
essary. 

In addition to wage and price 
stabilization, job stabilization is ex- 
pected to be insisted upon in the 
next few months. One of the big- 
gest recent problems in war pro 
duction is that of men shifting from 
one plant to another in order to get 
better wages. There have been in- 
stances, for example, where an air 
plane factory which is short of men 
will raid another airplane factory 
to take away men by offering high- 
er pay. In addition to this type ol 
piracy, it is natural that workers 
themselves are on the lookout for 
setter jobs and make change^ 
whenever they see prospects of ;■ 
'after pay envelope. This trend h; ■ • 
:aused inefficiency and delays v 
nany factories. 

To cope with this situation. u< 
steps already, have been taken i, 
he government: (1) the War Man 
jower commission, headed by Paul 
VIcNutt, has ordered workers in the 
ion-ferrous metals and lumber in- 
iustries to obtain a "certificate of 
separation" from the United States 
Employment service before leaving 
heir jobs to take new jobs; (2) 
'resident Roosevelt gave the War 
Manpower commission complete 

control over 2,300,000 federal em- 
ployees so that the commission can 
transfer any of them to iother 
duties, either with the government 
or in private industry. 

These are the first two steps of 
many which will probably be taken 
in the next few months to see to 
it that every man is doing the job 
which makes him most useful to 
his country. As a result of the 
occupational questionnaires filled 
in by all men up to the age of 65, 
the government now has a complete 
record of the abilities of each man 
and will, when necessary, assign 
men to jobs. With such a large 
number of young men now in the 
armed forces, and with more jobs 
to fill in factories than we have 
ever had before, the manpower 
problem is hecoming increasingly 
alarming Because of this, the 
right to take a job or leave it, 
which has been such a cherished 
right in this country, may soon be 
denied to all of us for the duration. 

•Another form of conscription, 
which is being talked about here 
more and more, is the conscription 
of goods owned by the people. The 
whole policy of the administration 
so far has been egainst such meth- 
ods, but the increasing need for 
such things as scrap metal, rub- 
ber, textiles and automobiles may 
bring about a rapid change in this 
attitude. 

One congressman already has 
written a bill which would give 
the President power to order the 
confiscation of our automobiles 
whenever he considers it necessary 
— and the bill provides for a fund 
of $5,000,000,000 to pay us for the 
automobiles taken. It is not ex- 
pected that this bill, or any order 
calling for the confiscation of auto- 
mobiles will be put throuah at pres- 
ent, but it is a possibility. And 
the continued use of millions of 
pounds of rubber tiros for unneces- 
sary driving is apt to hasten 
action. 

What will happen about automo- 
biles, tires, gasoline rationing, 
speed limits, etc., from now on will 
be in the hands of William M. Jef- 
fers, president of die Union Pacific 
railroad, who has been given full 
authority to direct our nation's rub- 
ber program. 

The failure of many towns and 
cities to do a successful job in the 
collection of scrap metal is also apt. 
to lead to some sort of confisca- 
tion. It is vital that the steel mills 
be kept going at full speed?— and if 
this scrap enn't br obtained by vol- 
untary means ^'!"cr methods wfll 
have to be a**o; ( .' 
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Be pj ogre aa l v e r ead your coun- 
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The Department of Commerce re- 
ported in August that upwards of 
$30,000,000 in newspaper space had 
been donated to the Defense and 
War Bond Campaigns.

All farm machinery in the hands 
of dealers was temporarily "frosen" 
as of September 17 to insure fair 
distribution of available equipment 
and its placement where it will do 
the most good in wartime farm 
production, by an order issued by 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture which was delegated by the 
War Production Board to adminis- 
ter the program. 

Rationing in each county will be 
handled by a committee consisting 
of the AAA chairman end two oth- 
er farmers appointed by the County 
USDA War Board. Two alternates 
will be appointed. 

Three Groups 

For rationing purposes farm ma- 
chinery is divided into groups A, 
B, and C. 

Group A, which is scarce and 
especially needed to meet current 
agricultural needs, may be sold 
only upon approval by the ration- 
ing committee. Included are such 
implements as beet lifters, beet 
loaders, combines, corn pickers, 
disc harrows, feed grinders, ferti- 
lizer spreaders, grain drills, grain 
elevators, hay balers, lime spread- 
ers, manure spreaders, milk coolers, 
milking machines, pickup balers, 
potato diggers, shredders, and trac- 
tors including garden tractors. 

Eligibility requirements for pur- 
chase of equipment in Group A in- 
clude inadequacy of present equip- 
ment and inability bo meet farm 
production goals' by repairing, or 
by purchasing or renting used 
equipment, or by custom or ex- 
change work. When declared eligi- 
ble to purchase new equipment in 
this group the purchaser must turn 
in the replaced equipment, and 
agree to rent or let others use the 
new machinery on specified terms 
and conditions. If the new equip- 
ment involves a change from horse 
or mule power to motor power, or 
from hand labor to machinery, the 
purchaser must present satisfac- 
tory reasons. Group A equipment 
must not be purchased later than 
October 31, 1942. 

Certification Needed 

Group B includes items less 
scarce than Group A and may be 
sold upon certification by the farm- 
er to the dealer that it is required 
to meet current agricultural needs. 
This group includes most other 
farm equipment and machinery not 
listed in Group A. 

Group C includes the smaller 
items that may be sold without re- 
strictions, such as hoes, rakes, 
forks, scythes, shovels and all hand- 
operated and one and two-horse 
drawn farm machinery and equip- 
ment not included in Group A. 

There are no restrictions on sale 
or transfer of used farm machin- 
ery, equipment or repair parts. 

Applicants who are refused certi- 
fication for machinery purchases 
may appeal to the State USDA 
War Board, and then to the Special 
War Board Assistant to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. A list of ap- 
plicants receiving certificates and 
the equipment which they may pur- 
chase will be kept available for in- 
spection in County War Board of- 
fices and will be made available 
for publication in local papers.

Of the many recently revised 
government orders affecting farm- 
ers and farm owners of the United 
States, the one with the greatest 
impact is the WPB conservation or- 
der which has reclassified various 
types of farm construction activi- 
ty, besides reducing the amount of 
building for which no authorization 
has been required until now. 

For instance: The exemption of 
$500 on rural (farm) construction 
has been reduced to $200. But, ac- 
cording to the latest notice, agri- 
cultural construction damaged by 
fire, flood, tornado or earthquake 
may be restored promptly in cases 
where it has been decided by au- 
thorities that immediate reconstruc- 
tion is essential to the agricultural 
program. 

Farm owners contemplating the 
construction of a building have 
been cautioned against starting 
construction until permission to 
build actually has been granted. 
The fact that builder has all neces- 
sary materials on hand and needs 
no priorities assistance will not 
govern whether he should be per- 
mitted to use the material in the 
construction job. 

Another point to remember con- 
cerning the new rules and regula- 
tions on rural building is this: The 
completion of the project must not 
require the use of any material, on 
the site or off the site, to supply 



electricity, gas, water, steam, tele- 
phone or sewage disposal. 

Other federal regulations which 
have a definite effect on rural liv- 
ing rule that a certificate of war 
necessity is required for the opera- 
tion of virtually all farm trucks, 
along with all' other trucks, busses, 
taxi cabs and similar commercial 
vehicles. On November 15 this ODT 
order goes into effect. The purpose 
is to conserve equipment for war 
needs. 

Still another pending regulation 
which will have a definite effect on 
the farmers of the nation if put 
through is that of a hog price ceil- 
ing which was discussed in a two- 
day OPA conference in Washington 
with producers, livestock commis- 
sion men and packer buyers. 

So far no definite decision has 
been reached as yet regarding the 
nature of the proposal which OPA 
may submit to the secretary of a g- 
riculture for his consideration. 

It has been emphasized, though 
that the new pork ceiling in gen- 
eral will approximate the actual 
sales levels prevailing during early 
March, with any live hog ceilings 
likely to be in line with this level 
of pork prices. The top price for 
hogs in Chicago during the March 3 
to 7 period, which was used by OPA 
as its base period for pork prod- 
ucts, was 913.50 per hundredweight

AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING 
LICENSES FROM AND IM- 
POSING TRAILER CAMPS IN 
PRINCESS ANNE COUNTY, 
AND PROVIDING PENALTIES 
FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

BE IT CRDAINED by the 
Board of Supervisors of Princesss 
Anne County, under authority 
vested in said Board of Super- 
visors ty virtue of Chapter 256, 
Acts of Assembly of Virginia, 
1942, page 378, as follows: 

Section 1. Definitions. For the 
purposes of this ordinance the 
following words and phrases shall 
have the following meanings res- 
pectively: 

(a> "Trailers." Any vehicle 
used or constructed for use as a 
conveyance upon highways, so 
designed and constructed as to 
permit occupancy thereof as a 
dwelling or sleeping place tor 
one or more persons. 

(b) "Trailer Camp." Any site, 
lot, field or tract of land upon 
which is located one or more 
trainers, or which is held out 
for the location of any trail- 
ers. , 

<c) "Person." Every natural 
person, firm, corporation and 
association. 

Section 2. On and after Oct- 
ober 15, 1942, it shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate in 
Princess Anne County any trail- 
er camp without first obtaining 
a license therefor as herein pro- 
vided. 

Section 3. Every person oper- 
ating e a trailer camp as herein 
defined shall pay to the Treasur- 
er of Princess Anne County a 
license tax of $5.00 for the pe- 
riod ending December 31, 1942, 
and thereafter an annual license 
tax of $25.00 for each trailer lo- 
cated in or proposed to be locat- 
ed in any trailer camp.

In view of these 
facts, plus the entirely justified 
popularity of purchased meat, a 
warning against carelessness that 
might lead to trichinosis is timely," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"Many persons in varying de- 
grees were victims of trichinosis 
throughout the United States in 
1941. In fact, there are records in 
'the State Health Department of a 
number of such cases, some of 
(which were serious. 

"Trichinosis is caused by a mi- 
croscopic organism called the tri- 
china or muscle worm. This para- 
site develops in the human body 
whenever infested pork is eaten in- 
sufficiently cooked. The young 



because a person gets only a com- 
paratively small amount of the in- 
fected pork, and often partial cook- 
ing has killed some of the encysted 
larvae. In such cases, symptoms 
disappear in two to five weeks. 
Diagnosis can be made accurately 
only by a physician. 

"Since no treatment is known, 
prevention is very important. The 
worms cannot be seen by the un- 



aided eye, so inspection of pork 
cannot be depended upon to pro- 
tect from this type of infection. 
The only sure safeguard is to be 
certain that all pork and pork pro- 
ducts are thoroughly cooked, 
whether processed at home or pur- 
chased. Many of the more serious 
and fatal cases have been traced 
to eating raw smoked sausage or 
raw pudding. This should never be

in the muscles of infected pigs 
When this type of meat is eaten 
raw or is undercooked, the larvae 
grow in the intestines into adult 
worms within three to five days, 
These worms, in turn, generate 
j young worms which are carried by 
.the lymphatic tissue and blood 
I stream to the muscles where they 
i become encysted. This period of 
invasion gives rise to the symptoms 
of the disease. The severity of the 
illness is dependent upon the num- 
ber of trichinae originally con- 
sumed. 
"While the adult parasites are in 
f the human ' intestines they may 
I cause acute diarrhea, which at first 
can be mistaken for typhoid ,fever 
or dysentery. This may start any- 
rwhepe from the first to the fourth 
day after eating the infested pork 
and may last one to several days. 
Later a puffiness of the eyes may 
appear together with various de- 
grees of pain in the muscles, par- 
ticularly those of the calf of the 
leg, the upper arm, the shoulders 
and the jaws. In light infections 
this pain may be so mild as to be 
scarcely noticeable, whereas in very 
heavy infections, it may be almost 
unbearable; high fever develops; 
the patient becomes unconscious 
and nay die. Luckily, most cases 
are of the mild or intermediate type |

President's Message 
On Newspaper Week 



Effective Monday, and for the 
duration of the war, The Cavalier 
passes into the hands of the Navy 
Department, to be used as a train- 
ing center for the Atlantic Fleet 
Schools. The last meal to be served 
in the spacious dining room will 
be at midday on Sunday, following 
which Navy cooks will take over 
the kitchen and its equipment. 

Rumors which began two years 
ago anent the asquisition of the 
hotel by the Government at last 
become reality as the' Beach's 
swankest and largest resort facili- 
ties are withdrawn from the use 
of the public. Captain C. N. Hin- 
kamp, U.S.N., it is understood, will 
direct the operations of the USS 
Cavalier, together with an exclu- 
sively naval personnel. 

Eaton to Remain 

Roland Eaton, managing direc- 
tor of The Caralier for the past 
six yean, will remain at the hotel 
with a small staff to complete the 
task of turning the hotel over to 
the NsTvy Department. Oher em- 
ployees of the corporation, includ- 
ing those at the beach club and the 
golf club in Birdneck Point, will 
find positions elsewhere. 

Opened in 1929, The Cavalier 
and its exclusive beach club and 
golf coarse were built at a cost in 
excess of 91,500,000, mostly by 
bonds sold to local interests. It is 
Virginia's largest resort hotel and 
for many years occupied a promi- 
nent place among the better known 
east coast hostelries. That the 
transfer of the hotel to the Navy 
Department will be a severe blow 
to the resort business on the Beach 
is generally conceded, but most 
hotel operators are resigned to 
catering almost exclusively to 
members of the armed forces and 
their families for the duration of 
the war. 

Arrangements for the transfer 
of The Cavalier to the Navy, under 
the Second War Powers Act, were

35-MILE LIMIT 
ON HIGHWAY IS 
PUT IN EFFECT 



Lower Speed Law for Motor- 
ists on State Roads Is 
Signed by Governor 



NO "WARNINGS" GIVEN 



Authority for Action Given 
by Assembly 



Motorists who breezed along the 
State roads last fall at 55 miles 
per hour, keeping within the law, 
were notified this week that the 
official speed limit for the dura- 
tion of the war is now a sedate 35 
miles. Failure to observe the new 
limitation will result in stringent 
penalties, Governor Darden stated 
this week. 

The Governor signed the 35-mile- 
an-hour speed bill Monday, and 
Major C. W. Woodson, superinten- 
dent of State police, said that the 
highway force would begin enforc- 
ing the new limit immediately.

SEASON NEARS 



Extension of 10 Days Over 
Season of Last Year Noted 
in Federal Regulations 



ROSE'S HISTORY

The Federal Migratory Bird 
Hunting Regulations for 1942 have 
been received by the Virginia Com- 
mission of Game and Inland Fish- 
eries. Advance notice of these reg- 
ulations were received several 
weeks ago. 

The season for shooting duck, 
geese, brant and coot in Virginia 
will be November 2-Janoary 10. 
This is an extension of ten days 
over the season of last year. Brant, 
on which a closed season prevailed 
for the past several years, can now 
be legally killed. 

Shooting Hoars Changed 

Shooting hours are sunrise to 
sunset instead of sunrise to 4 P. M. 
as last year. 

For the first time in recent years 
all species of duck may be shot and 
the bag limit is 10 in the aggregate 
(including only 1 wood duck) ex- 
cept that the daily bag limit may 
not include more than 3 of either 
or both of redheads or buffleheads. 

The bag limit on geese has been 
reduced to 2 from 3 last year. The 
bag limit on brant is also 2. Bag 
limit on coot is 25. 

Possession on the opening day 
of season is limited to the daily 
bag and thereafter 2 days bag of 
ducks or geese, brant and coot may 
be legally possessed or transported 
out of the state. 

Possession of, migratory game 
birds is permitted for not more than 
30 days following the close of the 



inspection tickets being issued this 
month by local garages bear the 
old 40-mile limit. 

The special session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly which adjourned last 
Thursday gave the Governor au- 
thority to lower the limit to 30 
miles, but he expressed the belief 
that 35 miles would be sufficient 
at this time. 

Must Report Accidents

State for printing a "35" over the 
"40" on the State's 2,400 speed 
signs.

LOCAL NEEDLEWORK GUILD ASKS 
DONATION OF WEARING APPAREL 



Curfew on the current scrap con- 
test will sound Saturday at mid- 
night — when more than 100 
pounds of waste metal for each 
Virginia Beach resident will be 
officially deposited with accredit- 
ed salvage dealers in Norfolk — 
but the drive will continue so long 
as a single piece of metal is avail- 
able here, Hugh Lynn Cayce, chair- 
man of the Town's salvage com- 
mittee, said yesterday. 

Already hauled to Norfolk, or 
ready for hauling as soon as trucks 
can be had, is an official total of 
more than 300,000 pounds of scrap 
from Virginia Beach, a record that 
is certain to stand up alongside of 
reported collections from any of 
the nation's communities. Based on 
the 1940 census which shows 2,600 
persons residing at the Beaeh, these 
in charge of the drive are certain 
that the final figure will average 
150 pounds per capita, providing 
that sufficient trucks can be had 
to move the scrap before the cur- 
few sounds. 

First Scrap Car Moves 

It was further reported yester- 
day by E. M. Hall, Jr., chairman 
of the Lions Club salvage com- 
mittee, that the first carload of 
scrap metal to move from the Nor- 
folk area to the steel mills came 
entirely from the Virginia Metal 
depot, a total of 80 *""•<,#" weak, 
volunteer and professional work- 
ers have been attacking the tre- 
mendous scrap pile built up by th* 
Lions Club on Atlantic Avenue 
opposite Seaside Park, sorting and 
cutting up the junk preparatory to 
its shipment direct to the furnaces.

BACK TO HORSE AND BUGGY DAYS 

It's back to the good old horse and buggy 
days, so far as speed on the highways is con- 
cerned for the duration of the war, 

A maximum speed limit of thirty-five 
miles was decreed by Governor Darden this 
week, and State officers have been instruct- 
ed to see that all motorists stay within that 
limit. No warnings will be given, said the 
Governor, for the public has been given am- 
ple notice of the reduction in the miles-per- 
hour limit and should be prepared to cooper- 
ate with it. 

Savings of tires and gasoline — and, may- 
be, an attempt to discourage needless travel 
—are behind the order. The cut is drastic 
from the good old days when fifty-five and 
sixty miles were considered normal for high- 
way travel, but the reasoning behind the 
prohibition must be apparent to everyone. 
Less speed, less wear; hence, longer-lasting 
tires and smaller consumption of gasoline. 

ANOTHER PLEA FOR SCRAP 

Advices from Washington are to the ef- 
fect that automobiles parked on the streets 
overnight are found the morning often minus 
their bumpers — contributed by some un- 
known zealot to the capital's mounting 
scrap pile. 

That action, as we see it, is a bit too dras- 
tic at the moment, yet the day may not be 
far away when the entire car will be hauled 
away to be cut up and sent on to nation's 
furnaces. For despite the nationwide drive, 
its appeals and pleas, scrap is not being turn- 
ed in to the salvage depots at anywhere near 
the anticipated rate. 

Why? Certainly not because a lack of 
scrap exists. We are the world's most 
wasteful people, and improvements and re- 
pairs made in our homes, our businesses or 
our equipment regularly mean that the out- 
moded has been discarded, left to rot or rust 
on some convenient scrap heap. Millions of 
pounds of rubber and scrap metal — old gar- 
den hoses and bicycle tires, pipes and boil- 
ers, irons and skillets, wire and garden tools 
— and scattered on your yard and in cellars 
and attics throughout the land, serving no 
useful purposes,often cluttering up the land- 
scape. 

There is a Victory factor in that junk, a 
factor that looms ever larger as plants re- 
duce their production capacity because of a 
lack of scrap to mix with new steel. The 
assembly line in many an industry will fal- 
ter, and some will stop, in the near future 
because some thousands of careless Ameri- 
cans sabotaged the war effort by their fail- 
ure to cooperate with the salvage program. 
Think not that your potential contribution 
will do no good, that your failure to turn it 
in is of no consequence — it may mean an 
empty cartridge clip at a time when one 
bullet would mean the capture of a machine- 
gun nest or an enemy tank. 

Have you done your part in this civilian 
war effort? Have you combed your house 
and garage, your barn or your place of bus- 
iness, seeking out each piece of metal, each 
scrap of rubber, or burlap, or rope? Have 
you mothers of children probed into toy 
boxes, through tlfe tall grass of the adjacent 
yard, to pick up discarded arm broken toys 
— of no earthly use to that boy or girl^-but 
oh, so important to today's war industry?

It is only when disease and pain and forms 
of misery overtake us that we become arti- 
culate, and then usually violently so. 

Or, to put it in other words, we are too 
prone to carry this "matter of course" bus- 
iness too far. For example, thousands take 
health as a matter of course. Cancer, tuber- 
culosis, diabetes and heart conditions in turn 
take some of them as a matter of course^ 
And the pathos of the situation lies in the 
plain fact that the annual physical examin- 
ation in many cases would have prevented 
a calamity. 

And so, illustration upon illustration 
could be offered to prove that /too fre- 
quently the average man or woman looks 
upon life and the body as a matter of course, 
rather than as a matter for reasonable 
consideration, daily attention and the ha- 
bitual application of discipline. 

One can quite safely take the professional 
guardians of our health as a matter of 
course. In spite of any indifference on our 
part, they continue to function successfully 
and effectively. That is their business. But

ALL OUT FOR WAR SAVINGS 



Education for Americanism — There is a popular demand that 
American history be taught as a required subject in all American 
schools and colleges. This demand should be satisfied as soon as possible 
because Americans must know and appreciate what they are. We are 
not just another nation among the nations.

Miracles of War Production 
One of the most engaging stories our country has seen in many 
years may be written some future day on how the auto industry has 
me. the challenge of the war. Achievemtns little short of miraculous 
are being performed with comforting frequency within the plants 
and shops of this typically American industry. Reports from time 
to time tell of amazing accomplishments by the men who used to 
ma'.;e cars, but the real story behind the scenes, the one revealing 
just how these men threw every effort into their all-out war Job to 
produce more for the armed forces, is yet to be told. 

What we have in mind is a case such as has come to our attention 
recently. Tt concerns the Fisher Body Division of General Motors, 
a company which in peace time manufactured bodies for automo- 
biles. Its manufacturing scope extended, as we understand it, to 
forming and welding of light steel, painting of bodies, working with 
upholstery for car cushions and seats, and a certain amount of tool 
and die work necessary in automotive body building. This type of 
manufacturing obviously was far removed from any channels that 
might quickly be diverted to war production It was not remotely 
associated with any kind of activity required for production of arm- 
ament. 

But when defense became the keywork in industry, and then war 
itself fell upon us, the "Body by Fisher" slogan was quickly changed 
to "Armament by Fisher," and in an unbelievably short space of 
time we find the same plants that turned out auto bodies are now 
producing great volumes of armament. We don't know just. how it 
was done, but even a layman can understand that some gigantic 
transformation must have taken place. Where auto bodies were 
built a comparatively short time ago. now great 30-ton tanks, the 
new all-welded M-4's, are rolling tff the line with the first ever 
"Built being finished in«j*ist 47 days. Other plants of the same com- 
pany are building whole sections of the type of bomber that raided 
Tokyo, huge anti-aircraft guns which are more powerful than those 
used at Corregidor, machine tools which have cracked bottlenecks 
that threatened to paralyze vital production, incendary bomb parts, 
parts for other guns, aircraft instruments, cutting tools, and a host 
of other types of goods so greatly needed on the fighting fronts. 

This is just one example, of course, but it is a good one. As we 
said, we don't know just how it could have been done, but the fact 
that it was, done and that the production volume is being stepped up 
faster and faster is a great tribute not only to the men who are do- 
ing this job for us but to the whole spirit of American free enter- 
prise i

Women and War 

Strange at is may seem many of the official statements from the 
Government indicate that the mobilizing of women for war is full 
cf stranee problems and difficulties V.r.iersed in fogs of confusion. 

The Li.-ic..uc industry is. training inousands of women r.nd placing 
them in positions where they ha\ e proved that they have plenty of 
individual initiative and competent understand in<j of fielr j >bs. 

The country mobilized women to uii\*c motor vehicles 25 years ago; 
and today the majority of women know how to operate passenger 
cars, and heavier vehicles. 

The War Manpower Commission estimates that 4.400,000 vomen 
will be employed in the war industry by the end of this year. Mr. 
NScNutt seems to take it for granted that the war vill not be over 
by the end cf 1943, and he predict lhat about 6 million women will 
be in war industries ay that tune. Chairman McNutt expresses 
confidence that women can do as tood a job as men. 

The proportion of women in clerical and office positions in Wash- 
ington is likely about two to every m?.n; and no one will be unfair 
enough to say that they aren't as well qualified as men for the du- 
ties in the Departments of Government. 

In the manufacturing industries women are already employed 
fabricating and forming sheet metal, operating machines in shops; 
doing detailed and precision assembly in electrical, radio, instru- 
ment, tubing and cable plants; building up controlled surfaces for 
wings, fuselage assembly and welding; and working with plywood, 
fabrics and sound-proofing. 

Right here in the National Capitol young women are carrying most 
of the burden as messengers for the telegraph and other companies. 
And they are in every branch of the Red Cross, and civilian defense 
activities 



Shortage of Lumberjacks

ness that remains in our country. The lumberjacks took about two cen- 
turies to destroy the forests, but even with the centralization of lumber- 
ing in the Western part of the United States there is a shortage of 
workers.

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Why Farmers Arc Harvesting 
Larger Crops From Fewer Acres

"All-Out For Victory" is more 
than a mere slogan among the 
farmers of America. 

At the beginning of the planting 
season it was a pledge. Through 
the growing season it was an in- 
spiration. And now with bumper 
crops in and being harvested, it is 
a fulfillment. • 

Meeting the food and agricultural 
by-product needs of a war-torn 
world, despite the handicaps of la- 
bor and farm equipment shortages, 
the achievement of the American 
farmer during the 1942 season 
places him in the front ranks of 
the fighters on the home front. 

An encouraging side of the farm 
picture is that the unstinting ef- 
forts of the farmer, motivated by 
the determination to produce the 
food and other agricultural items 
when the world needed them, are 
bringing well-earned rewards in 
greatly increased farm income. 
This is reflected in sharp upturns 
in sales of retail stores in rural 
communities, and of mail order 
firms of items available to them. 

Crop prospects have continued to 
improved throughout the growing 
season and the harvest this year 
will surpass all previous records. 



The total of all crops will be 14 
per cent higher than last year and 
27 per cent above the average of 
recent previous years. 

Farmers have more than met 
their 1942 Food for Freedom goals. 

These larger crops have been 
raised on • per cent fewer acres. 
Yields per acre are 12 per cent 
higher than they were last year and 
35 per cent above average. Some 
of the greatest Increases in yields 
have been in corn, wheat, oats, 
rye, hay, beans, and cotton. 

Supplies of feed grains and hay 
have increased about the same as 
the number of livestock and poul- 

But * despite high production, 
shortages of tome items for civil- 
ian consumption must be anticipat- 
ed because of the demands for food 
for our armed forces and for our 
Allies. Plans are already formu- 
lated for nationwide rationing of 
meat which will soon be put into 
effect. However, these shortages 
are expected to work no hardship 
upon the civilian population, since 
rationing schedules set up so far 
are weBMn excess of minimum re- 
quirements for health and strength. 
Food demands are not the only 



cause of shortages. Crops such as 
soybeans and peanuts are vital to 
the war effort for the oil which is 
extracted from them, and if the 
need for oil becomes great enough, 
it is possible that production may 
be requisitioned for war use. * 

How have the American farmers 
achieved such remarkable results 
in 1942? Favorable weather has 
been one important factor, although 
not the only one. Better farm man- 
agement has been quite as signifi- 
cant as weather conditions in boost- 
ing farm output. Improvements 
have been made in the increased 
use of better seeds, hybrid com, 
rust resistant wheats, new varieties 
of oats and barley, hay crops that 
yield more and the concentration 
of production in those areas where 
each crop grows best. 

Improvements in farm methods 
have also helped Increased mech- 
anization where farms are suitable 
for that type of farming has en- 
abled each farmer to handle more 
acres with less labor, and through 
better tillage of the soil, to get in- 
creased yields 

Skill in management has alro re- 
sulted in better farming practices 
such as more and better planned 
rotation of crops, contour cultiva- 
tion, terracing to prevent erosion, 
and strip cropping Farmers who 
have followed thepe practices have 
been getting larger crops from 
their land, and avoiding excessive 
erosion. 

The results of the special soil con- 
servation program during the last 
few years are now becoming even 
more evident than before. They 
are carrying out better fertilizing 
practices. All these mean larger 
returns and higher incomes for the 
farmers. • 

In addition to using better meth- 
ods in management, farmers have 
been working harder to produce 
more. They have done it even 
though they didn't have enough new 
equipment. Often they were de- 
layed in getting repairs for their 
machinery and had much difficulty 
in getting sufficient competent help. 
The results achieved by the farm- 
ers have more than equalled the 
accomplishments of Industry. Fac- 
tories are turning out 14 per cent 
more goods than they were a year 
ago. In some kind of factories, out- 
put has increased much more. Mer- 
chants are selling large quantities 
of goods, although in many lines, 
sales haw fallen off due to short- 
ages. • "

Meat Rationing Will Not Effect 
Nation's Health, Say Authorities 



Until the time nation-wide ration- 
ing takes place, federal officials are 
asking citizens to limit their week- 
ly consumption of meats to 2V4 
pounds a week. 

The foods requirements commit- 
tee of the War Production board, 
which has charge of the pending 
meat rationing, stated that this 2% 
pound limit should be figured by 
housewives for only those,members 
of the family who actually eat 
meat. » 

For instance, if there are inva- 
lids, old people or young children 
in the household, the housewife 
should not assume that the weekly 
allowance total for the household 
may be 2% pounds for each per- 
son. If a family of four includes 
two Infants and two adults, the 
housewife should buy not 10 pounds 
of meat, but five. 

Under normal conditions the 
present meat supply, 24% billion 
pounds, would be sufficient for ci- 
vilians. But with a continuous sup- 
ply of meat going to the army, 
navy, and lend - lease nations, 
amounting to 6% billion pounds, 
there will be less meat for home 
consumption. But the civilians' 17% 
billion pounds will be sufficient for 
the maintenance of health, besides 
giving sufficient energy to carry on 
the all-out war activity. 

Here is the way the food require- 
ments committee arrived at the ba- 
sis of 2V4 pounds of meat per per- 
son per week: • 

During the coming year there will 
be available to civilians, 17% bil- 
lion pounds of dressed meat car- 
casses. There is a shrinkage of 
i0 per cent in converting dressed 



carcasses to retail cuts. So, the 
supply of retail cuts will total 15^4 
billion pounds. Dividing that by 52 
gives a total of 303 million pounds 
a week. 

This 303 million pounds has to be 
shared among 128 million Ameri- 
cans not in the armed services. But 
babies and vegetarians eat no meat. 
Children, invalids, and old people 
eat less than adults and ado- 
lescents. So some 14 million half 
rations of meat and 114 million full 
rations, will total 121 million full 
rations. " 

The allowance for each adoles- 
cent/and adult of normal meat eat- 
ing habits is reached by dividing 
the 121 million full rations into 303 
million pounds. This gives the fig- 
ure of 2% pounds per week rer 
person. 

This weekly amount is normal. 
The nation has in addition, abun- 
dant supplies of foods which are al- 
ternate sources of the nutritive val- 
ues supplied by meat. Nutrition- 
ists in government, and private em- 
ploy are beginning an education 
campaign which will inform home- 
makers on how to use alternate 
foods so as to get into family diets 
full amounts of the basic food val- 
ues which meat supplies: protein, 
thiamin, niacin, and iron.

We Can't Equal Their Sacrifices, but We Might Try 



An employee of a business or in- 
dustrial concern may, at some, fu- 
ture date, be subjected to delay 
fa receiving payment of a benefit 
claim, and he may run the risk 
«# losing some portion of his bene- 
fits, unless his employers are care. 
fW to report his name, account 
number, and earnings, when mak- 
ing quarterly tax returns to the 
Federal Government. 

This warning was issued by T. 
Bosworth Hulcher, Manager of the 
Social Security Board office at Nor- 
folk, who explained that the Gov- 
ernment maintains an individual 
wage record for each worker who 
is covered by Old-Age and Surviv- 
ors Insurance; and the wage data 
obtained from the employer's tax 
returns is transferred to the work- 
er's ledger sheeet — which is on file 
in the Accounting Division of the 
Social Security Board. 

65 fs Retirement Age 
In the years to come, many work- 
ers will reach the age of 65, retire 
from their jobs, and claim pay- 
ments of Old-Age Insurance. Oth- 
ers will die, leaving dependents who 
are entitled to benefits under the 
Social Security Act; but unless all 
covered employers for w4iom they 
worked (after 1936) include their 
names, account numbers, and wage 
earnings in quarterly wage reports 
— as required by law — survivors 
may be deprived of benefits to 
which they are entitled. 

Mr. Hulcher emphasized the fact 
that an employee of a store, filling 
station, , repair shop, boarding 
house,, or other business or indus- 
trial concern is covered under the 
Social Security Act, even though he 
is tine only employee in the estab- 
lishment. He said also that he has 
fodnd that most employers in this 
area make sure that their employ- 
ers are properly protected under 
the Social Security Act, but there 
are s^ill a few who do not realize 
that the law applies to concerns 
having only one employee. 
Returns Now Due 
>•- Mr. Hukher stated that employ- 
ers subject to the law will prepare 
their wage reports this month for 
the preceding quarter (July, Aug- 
_ nst. and September); and in view 
of the fact that a large number of 
new workers have been taken on 
recently, special care is necessary 
in compiling this report. Since the 
War production program began, 
thousands of workers who never 
before had Social Security account 
numbers have been employed in 
business and in industry; and a 
great many retired workers have 
come back to jobs in construction 
work, or in mills, shops, factories, 
and shipyards. 

In ofrder for each of these work- 
ers to receive full benefit of Old- 
Age and Survivors Insurance, their 
names and account numbers and 
wage earnings must be included in 
the quarterly wage reports that 
are now being made by employers.

AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING 
LICENSES FROM AND IM- 
POSING TRAILER CAMPS IN 
PRINCESS ANNE COUNTY, 
AND PROVIDING PENALTIES 
FOR T H E VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

BE IT CRDAINED by the 
Board of Supervisors of Princesss 
Anne County, under authority 
vested in said Beard of Super- 
visors by virtue of Chapter 256, 
Acts of Assembly of Virginia, 
1942, page 378, as follows: 

Section 1. Definitions. For the 
purposes of this ordinance the 
following words and phrases shall 
have the following meanings res- 
pectively: 

(a) "Trailers." Any vehicle 
used or constructed for use as a 
conveyance upon highways, so 
designed and constructed as to 
permit occupancy thereof as a 
dwelling or sleeping place for 
cne or more persons. 

<b> "Trailer Camp." Any site, 
lot, field or tract of land upon 
which is located one or more 
trainers, or which is held out 
for the location cf any tfail- 
ers. 

(c) "Person." Every natural 
person, firm, corporation and 
association. 

Section 2. On and after Oct- 
ober 15, 1942. it shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate in 
Princess Anne County any trail- 
er camp without first 'obtaining 
a license therefor as hereto pro- 
vided. 

Section 3. Every person oper- 
ating a trailer camp as herein 
defined shall pay to the Treasur- 
er of Princess Anne County a 
license tax of $5.00 for the pe- 
riod ending December 31, 1942. 
and thereafter an annual license 
tax of $25.00 for each trailer lo- 
cated in or proposed to be locat- 
ed in any trailer camp. 

Section 4. Every person op- 
erating a trailer camp shall make

to the Commissioner of the 
enue fbr Princess 
County at his office, on a f< 
be furnished by the O 
er of the Revenue, in which shall 
be stated the name and address 
of the applicant, the location of 
the trailer camp, the number of 
trailers to be located in said 
trailer camp, and the amount of 
the license tax prescribed by this 
ordinance, accompanied with a 
permit from the Director of the 
Health Department of Princess 
Anne County, when the applica- 
tion is to license more than one 
trailer, as required by an ordi- 
nance adopted on July 37, 1943. 
together with a certificate of the 
Countg Treasurer that the 
amount of the license tax has 
been deposited with him by the 
applicant Upon receipt of such 
an application the Commissioner, 
if satisfied with its correctness, 
shall make and sign the follow- 
ing endorsement thereon: *"I 
find the within application to due 
form accompanied with a permit 
from the Director of Health 
Department of Princess Anne 
County and a Certificate of the 
County Treasurer that the sum

•"»th him." The application- .y 
endorsed shall be filed by the 
Commissioner in his office and a 
duplicate thereof delivered to the 
applicant. Such duplicate shall 
constitute a license to operate the 
trailer camp as described therein 
during the time set forth thereto, 
and shall be posted in a conspic- 
uous place in said trailer camp. 

Section 5. The license issued 
under this ordinance shall not 
be pro-ra-rated. 

Section 6. The Commissioner 
of the Revenue shall make a 
monthly report to the Board of 
Supervisors of the amount of 
licenses granted by him within 
the last preceding month. 

Section 7. If the license for 
the period ending December 31, 
1942, is not obtained before Oct- 
ober 15, 1942, or if the person 
shall continue the operation of a 
trailer camp after the expiration 
of a license previously issued, 
without obtaining a new license, 
such person shall, if such failure 
to obtain a new license be con- 
tinued for one month, be subject 
to a penalty of ten per centum of 
the amount of the license 
tax which was due and payable 
at the beginning of such month, 
in addition to the license tax im- 
posed, and such penalty shall be 
assessed and paid along with the 
license tax and shall become a 
part of the license tax. 

Section 8. Any person who 
shall operate a trailer camp with- 
out having obtained a license as 
required by this ordinance shall, 
on conviction there of be fined 
not exceeding Fifty ($50,064 Dol- 
lars or by imprisonment Jin\the 
County jail net exceedinia Thirty 
(30) days, either or f >bgpi, for 
each separate offenseTNand each 
succeeding-day in which a viola- 
tion occurs, or continues shall be 
deemed a separate offense under 
this ordinance. 

This ordinance shall be in 
force on and after October 15, 
1942.

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Washington, D. C. fNWNS)— The 
rebellion in congress against the 
President's request to freeae^farm 
prices at parity, instead of at 110 
per cent of parity as provided in 
the price control act, has clearly 
demonstrated that there is no hope 
of getting congress to drop politics, 
even in the face of national catas- 
trophe. 

Grave doubts as to the ability <\ 
our representative form of govern- 
ment to serve the best interests of 
the nation during this war period 
have been expressed by many who 
have followed this measure. 

The most severe criticism of con- 
gress has grown out of these con- 
siderations: 

1.* Congress used the President's 
request for freezing of the price of 
food as an opportunity to try to 
put through legislation which would 
send food prices even higher than 
they were permitted to go under 
previous legislation. 

2. Congressmen from rural areas 
showed that they were entirely un- 
der the thumb of farm lobbyists 
and would make no move without 
the permission of these men. 

3. Although warned of the dan- 
gers of a politically inspired clash 
between congress and the President 
during these times, the house of 
representatives ignored the conse- 
quences in its determination to 
please farm leaders in this pre- 
election period. * 

4. O&ngresS showed its disregard 
; of the people as a whole, by at- 
tempting to enact legislation which, 
although of some doubtful benefit 
to the farmer, would cost the public 
from three to four billion dollars a 
year in increased cost of living— an 
amount almost equal to the in- 
creased taxes to be paid next yenr. 

Although these criticisms have 
been leveled at congress from 
many sources, anyone who listened 
to the debate on this controversial 
measure could see that the form 
bloc "had a case." The case was 
this: the supply of farm lab>r is 
becoming dangerously scarce. Toe 
ranks of farm labor are be nc 
thinned both by men being callea 
into the armed service and by men 
seeking more lucrative jobs in wr.r 
production industries. To tetsp men 
on the farms it will be necessary to 
raise farm wages and the farmer 
must get higher pri'"s in order t;> 
pay increased wages. 

All analysts of the situ it'' n arc 
ln*agreement that the farm 1.. . jr 
problem is acute, but thrro arc few 
outside of congress and the (;rm 
lobbyists who see higher food pries 
rn a solution to this Situation, It 
has been pointed out by economists 
that an Increase of 10 or 15 per cent 
In farm wages would still not be 
enough to attract labor back to the 
farm and that the only real solu- 
tion will be through the Man Power 
commission which must work out 

Vlan for drafting farm help, 
s a result of this clash between 
I congress and the President, it is 
expected that the President will be- 
[ come more and more hesitant about 
I taking matters to congress and will 
J exercise all of his war powers to 
| dictate future programs. The Pres- 
1 ldent made it clear, before asking 
\ congress for this legislation, that he 
i believed he had the power to en- 
i force food price freezing without 
legislation. It is therefore natural 
to assume that in similar instances 
in the future he will refrain from 
referring to congress matters on 
which he can act without congres- 
sional approval. 

Plans for winter rationing are 
now being worked out by the Of- 
fice of Price Administration and it 
is expected that several additional 
items will soon be added to those 
on which rationing already has 
been announced. 

The rationing of meat came as 
somewhat of a surprise in a year- 
when the country had produced 
more moat than at any time in his- 
tory, but the demands of the army 
and of other nations, plus the in- 
creased purchase of meat by the 
pconle of this country, made a de- 
gro<' cf rationing seem essential. 
The i'^ pound-per-person ration 
actually is equal to the amount of 
meat which the average person in 
this country usually eats, but dur- 
ing the i'R.t two years the con- 
surr.pt ii"-, • lias increased by a 
pound p?r person. The rationing, 
therefore, is merely expected to j 
go" consumption back to normal. 

The rationing of gasoline— plus 
the national speed limit ef 35 miles | 
per hour— has been expanded to the | 
whole nation entirely as a move to | 
preserve our nation's rubber sup- ( 
ply, a large proportion of which is 
on the wheels of automobiles. It 
is expected that this rationing will 
last for at least two years and is 
apt to become stricter rather than 
more lenient as the war goes on. 

In the East, the rationing of fuel 
oil is causing considerable alarm, 
the average householder with an oil 
burner still being uncertain just 
how much oil he will get and how 
much he will need. The greatest 
problem in this situation is one 
which, can't be answered by the 
price administrator or anyone else. 
That is: Will it be a warm or a 
cold winter? 



Health Notes 

MEDICAL FRAUPS 

"Cancer, diabetes, tub.rcu'osia 
and rheumatism are among the fa- 
vorite diseases upon which fraudu- 
lent mail-order operators direct at- 
tention to dispose of their worth- 
less 'treatments.' They annually 
extract hundreds of thousands of 
dollars from easily persuaded vic- 
tims of these diseases or from 
those who imagine they are suffer- 
ing from one of these conditions. 
Despite the energetic quest and 
prosecution by the Federal Govern- 
ment of persons engaged in these 
interstate practices, these schemers 
often move to other sections of the 
country, change the name of their 
'remedy' as well as their own, and 
start their activities anew. This 
gives them some time in which to 
operate before the authorities can 
catch up with them. These 'chron- 
ics,' plus the newcomers in this 
field, present a problem which can 
be solved only by educating the 
public to discount 100 per cent the 
spurious claims they make," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health Com- 
missioner. 

"Except on the basis that trust 
in false medical claims seems to be 
a natural tffir.I:r.a:» oi many, there 



is no other way to explain the 
success of these promoters. The 
only real power of the apparatus 
or treatment thus marketed lies in 
the ability to take money out of 
.he pockets for no earthly good, 
and often for definite harm, be- 
cause of delayed diagnosis or the 
lack of proper medical attention. 
"Despite repeated warnings by 

the Government, the Ame <can 
Medical Association, the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service, health depart- 
ments, the medical profession, 
magazine writers and by news- 
paper accounts of successful prose- 
cutions of such frauds, there ap- 
pears to be a relatively fixed num- 
ber of persons who trust the un- 
warranted claims of a circular dis- 
tributed to the doorstep or received 
in the mail. 

"The only concern of the medical 
fraud operators is to collect money 
for which no value can be given. | 
They are not the least bit interested 
in effecting a cure,, even if they 
could do so. In fact, they know 1 
well that many of those who re- 
spond to their false statements will , 
fare badly for having done so, and 
may even die. 

"Consequently, the inflexible rale 
for everyone who is ailing or thinks 
he is ailing from any cause includ- 
car.cer, 



and rheumatism, is to eoneutt the 
family physician promptly and fol- 
low his advice implicitly. The doe- 
tor is in a position to diagnose the 
condition and suggest the treat- 
ment or remedy beat suited to meet 
the requirements of the particular 
individual involved. It should be 
stressed that every case of illness 
is individual. Postponed treatment, 
caused by self-diagnosis and using

Waesche, Vice Admiral, U. S. Coast 
Guard, Commandant, it states that 
Captain W. J. Keester, District 
Coast Guard Officer, Fifth Naval 
District, advises him "there is no 
intention of closing any of the usual 
duck shooting areas in his district. 
The only additional requirement is 
that persons engaging in duck 
shooting shall have a permit issued 
by the Captain of the Port. This is 
deemed necessary as a security 
measure." 

These permits may be obtained 
at U. S. Coast Guard Headquarters 
at Norfolk, Virginia.

A total of 279,097 pounds of scrap 
metal actually was moved from 
Virginia Beach to Norfolk junk 
yards during the three-week na- 
tional scrap collection drive which 
ended last Saturday at midnight, 
Hugh I*«jn Cayce, salvage chair- 
man forCre Town of Virginia Beach 
announced this week. Two agencies, 
the Virginia Beach Lions Club and 
the Boy Scouts of Troop 60 were 
credited with the collection of this 
entire amount. 

Baaed on the census figure of 
2,600 residents in Virginia Beach, 
this represents a per capita collec- 
tion of approximately 108 pounds, 
weight pounds above the average re- 
quired for the entire country if the 
quota for the drive, sponsored in 
Virginia by the newspapers of the 
States, was to be reached. 

Lions Average 8,400 Pounds 

Of this total amount, trucks from 
Port Story, Camp Pendleton and 
Gamp Thalia moved from the Lions 
Club salvage pile, on Atlantic Ave- 
nue opposite Seaside Park, 252,243 
pounds. Based on the present mem- 
bership of 30, this represents a per 
capita collection of 8,400 pounds, 
which, in the opinion of the salvage 
chairman, should put the Lions Club 
in line for one of the War Bond 
prhjeaJto be awarded by'jJw Vir~ 
i'ijihMal'ewapaper' AssociaifiM Ma 
individuals and group* turning to 
the greatest volume of scrap ma- 
terials.

The Commission of Game and In- 
land Fisheries is vitally interested 
in the preservation of Virginia's 
forests and fields, not only as pro- 
tection to the wildlife but as good 
citizens who wish to avoid an eco- 
nomic waste of our natural re- 
sources which never before were 
more greatly needed, particularly 
In our war efforts, a bulletin from 
the office in Richmond states. 

With abundant rains in Virginia 
for the past months the danger 
of forest fires is not so acute as it 
was a year ago, the bulletin says. 
Nevertheless there is an" ever- 
present danger and when the leaves 
begin falling and the forests are 
carpeted with several inches of 
dried leaves, it takes only a day or 
two of windy, dry weather to make 
a real hazard. 

Precautions Urged 

\ Hunters are urged to use every 
ecaution against starting a fire. 
Careless smokers present the great- 
est danger and have been asked to 
be certain that lighted matches or 
burning cigarettes are not thrown 
into beds of dried leaves. 

If a smoker cannot restrain the 
urge for a smoke while hunting, 
the bulletin concludes, the safest 
pitta is to stop to smoke, extinguish 
his cigarette and then proceed.

NURSES' AIDES 
WANTED^ HERE 

Volunteer Workers for 
Norfolk Hospitals Being 
Sought By Red Cross 

The Princess Anne County Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross has 
been asked by National Headquar- 
ters in Washmgton to organize a 
Nurses Aide Corps.

ON THE ROAD TO VICTORY 

Miscellaneous News and Views On the Conduct 
of the War 



The Congress seems to be in a fog as it votes taxes, and new taxes 
on the people — that they never will be able to pay. 

A brief item in the newspapers reports that the Senate has "tenta- 
tively approved individual income tax rates which would impose upon 
individual taxpayers the highest levy in the country's history." 

These normal and surtaxes rise to a total of about 19 per cent on 
the first dollar of taxable income, with the levy graduated up to 88% 
on surtax net incomes in excess of $200,000. 

The so-called Victory tax and the general Federal sales tax are 
competing for favor in both Houses of Congress and the Victory tax. 
seems to be a few paces in the lead. 

No one seems to know how terrific onslaughts on incomes and 
savings can be met. Nevertheless, the high Government official who 
spoke out of turn received a "slap on the wrist" when he opposed spend- 
ing billions of dollars for purposes and schemes that have nothing to 
do with winning the war. 

But perhaps he had toured Washington, D. C. He likely saw the 
Pentagon building which is intended to house 40,000 Government 
officials and clerks, and he may have looked at new War and Nary 
monstrosities that are so big the public can't understand how they can 
be used. 

Anyhow, the news of the moment is that "battle lines" are forming 
on Capitol Hill to oppose increasing individual income tax rates and 
cuts in exemptions to reach 7 million more taxpayers. 

Everybody, even -the Congressmen, seem to feel Sure that there 
will be the biggest defaults in the history of America when 1942 tax- 
paying time comes around. 

The Washington Post makes a guess that "coupled with the com- 
pulsory savings" the new controls that have just been set up may 
possibly be made to work, but this outstanding newspaper says: "Yet 
further income taxes on low as well as high incomes seem out of place." 
From that point the Post switches to argue in favor of a general sale* 
tax, perhaps most of it could be collected. 



Figures that Impress 

Without seeking to mitigate the realities set forth by Donald 
Nelson in his recent formal report, in which he stated that wer pro- 
duction in the United States during August lagged about 14 per cent 
behind the first-of-the-month forecasts, one can derive at least some 
solace from the fact that August production nevertheless was 8 per 
cent higher than the very considerable July output. 

What we are doing each month is to set very stiff goals, to raise 
our sights just as high as we think we can with any reasonable hope of 
success. That we are making progress is demonstrated by the fact that 
production during August was more than 350 per cent greater than 
during the month before Pearl Harbor. Mr. Nelson very wisely pointed 
to the long head start the Axis had, however, and added that although 
the August production figures were impressive by themselves, they 
were "not impressive enough." 

One set of August figures is mest impressive. A great American 
newspaper that proclaims that it carries "all the news that's fit to 
print" reported one day recently that General Motors had increased its

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Admission into all branches of the 
United States Army for 18 and 
lS^year old youths, and their eligi- 
bility for all ranks including those 
of commissioned officers, were an- 
nounced this week by the District 
Recruiting and Induction Officer, 
Lieut.-Colonel Leland W. Skaggs. 

The 18 and 19-year old volun- 
teers, he stated, may select service 
in with the quartermaster, ord- 
nance, chemical warfare, medical 
corps and military branches — in- 
fantry, cavalry, coast and field ar- 
tillery, engineer, signal corps, air 
force and armored force. 

Definite Policy Change 

This is a radical departure from 
Army's previous recruiting policy, 
Colonel Skaggs emphasized. It is 
thought that many parents, who, 
up to now have been reluctant to 
grant their consent to enlistment in 
the combat branches, will look more 
•favorably upon their sons' volun- 
teering for other branches of ser- 
vice as well. Morove^r, the Colonel 
pointed out, parents probably will 
bear in mind that with the even- 
tuality of these minors being draft- 
ed receiving more and more pro- 
, minence every day, they will be 
eager to avoid the uncertainties 
with which the older brothers are 
now confronted. 

Although it "will still be neces- 
sary for the volunteers in the 18 
and 19 age groups to obtain pa- 
rental consent, the officer declared, 
orders have been received from the 
War Department that these enlist- 
ments be accomplished with as lit- 
tle delay as possible. 

"Red tape is definitely out," as- 
serted Colonel Skaggs. 

Young Men Needed 

"We need these adaptable, ag- 
gressive young men, and volun- 
teers will encounter no unnecessary 
delays. But although we shall con- 
tinue to need them, it is highly 
probable that the opportunity for 
them to select their branch of ser- 
vice will not be available long. My 
advice to them is: Get in the Army 
and get in now! Pick a branch of 
service you will like, apply your- 
self, and rise as high as you wish!" 

The officer especially emphasiz- 
ed that the 18 and 19-year old men 
now are not only eligible for the 
k highest non-commissioned ranks, 
but may also be given commission- 
ed ranks as well. All officer candi- 
date schools, he concluded, are open 
-to all soldiers, regardless of age, 
individual merit and proficiency be- 
ing the only factors involved in the 
selection of officer candidates.

They thus contribute towards the 
day when they can say with equal 
justice, this is also our peace, let 
us prosper in it together." 

And toward the coming of this 
day Hubert Herring has made a 
real contribution in the form of 
this latest of the Headline Books, 
one for all those "who would know 
more of Mexico's brave fight 
against the ills of her colonial 
heritage; of the patriots who took 
up arms against alien and domestic 
disturbers."

Frankness and the Doctor 

"One of the Easic rules in the 
practice of medicine is the confi- 
dential relationship between doctor 
and patient. This fact often is not 
i appreciated by those seeking medi- 
i cal advice. The veterinarian, deal- 
| ing with dumb animal, must rely 
symptoms, often vague. On the 
<>ther hand, the detailed am! some* 
times intimate conditions involved 
in a patient's case, which are not 
manifested clearly by . ymptoms, 
are a great aid to the doctor in 
proper diagnosis and treatment of 
the ailment. Information on habits 
of omission or commission, which 

may he related to the illness, be- 
cause of false modesty or an illogi- 
cal reticence, at time are withheld, 
thereby making the physician's task 
of locating the cause most difficult. 
To be of maximum service to his 
patient, the doctor must be told 
all the facts that directly or indi- 
rectly may be connected with the 
condition," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner. 

"This hesitancy to reveal essen- 
tial information would be reduced 
greatly if patients realized that 
whatever is told the physician is 
held in strictest confidence. They 
should appreciate that to deny the 
physician the whole story may mis- 
lead him and result at least tem- 
porarily in a wrong conclusion. 
Many cases are on record where 
minor illnesses developed into 
serious ones and even ended in 
death, because essential informa- 
tion known to the patient deliber- 
ately was denied the physician until 
it was too laje. 

"It stands to reason thai, when 
one seeks the services of a physi- 
cian he wants to obtain value re 
ceived in the form of treatment or 
advice. This is not likely to be the 
case, however, if half-truths or 
falsehoods or a deliberate with- 
holding of facts are involved. 

"However educated and keen 
physicians may be, they are not 
seers. The least a patient can do, 
therefore, is to tell the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the 

] truth about his condition. Of course,

many illnesses can be diagnosed 
on the basis of detectable symp- 
toms. Even in some of these* cases, 
the causes behind the symptoms 
may be obscure. While diagnostic 
aids, such as laboratory tests, bring 
hidden causes to light, utter frank 
ness on the patient's part in ans- 
wering the doctor's questibns as 
well as volunteering facts often 
can be most enlightening. 

'The patient should realize that 
when*the physician's questions ap- 
pear to he too personally inquisi- 
tive, his sole motive is one of pro- 
fossinnal helpfulness. It is this lack 
of complete understanding and co- 
operation on the patient's part that 
sometimes leads to a delayed diag- 
nosis, a prolonged or serious ill- 
ness, or occasionally to a premature 
death."

LABOR DELAYS 



Ever since the war started, the 
government BBS bent over back- 
ward m its eilort to keep the co- 
operation of the people on a volun- 
tary basis— to "ask us" instead of 

"tt'il us" 

In the sole of \ ar bonds, for ex- 
ample, in spite of the urgent need 
for more funds to finance the war 
program, the government continues 
to hope it can get part of the money 
it nocris by voluntary methods. The 
official attitude is to convince us 
that buying bonds is a display of 
patriotism and that our patriotism 
isn't quite up to par unless we 
spend 10 per cent jl our income for 
bonds. 

Another example is the problem 
of collecting scrap metal. If it 
wished, the government could enact 
legislation to require that 50 pounds 
of scrap metal be turned in by ev- 
ery man, woman and child — and 
we'd have to do it even if it ne- 
cessitated turning in the family 
washing machine. 

There is no question that the vol- 
untary methods serve to build bet- 
ter morale and public interest in 
the war program — but there is a 
good deal of question as to the ad- 
visability of continuing voluntary 
methods in cases where it is evi- 
dent that they are aot producing 
the desired results 

GOVERNMENT . . . caution 

The government's request for 
sacrifices has been way behind the 
willingness of the people to make 
s-iTiilces. 

When the selective service act 
was put in operation there was no 
m irmur of objection by the people. 
Wt.cn rationing began, the people 
*ad long been ready for it and ad- 
,uiied their living accordingly. 
When gigantic war taxes were pro- 
posed, the people took for granted 
that they were necessary to pay 
part of the huge cost of war.

Instead of the reported 30 mile 
area from the coast being under re- 
strictions, Virginia has been divid- 
ed Into four zones. 

Zone 3 embraces the counties~6f 
Aecomac and Northampton and 
Duck Hunting Permits must be had 
to hunt in this area. 

Zone 5 includes the area east of 
a line drawn due south of Cape 
Henry to the Virginia-North Caro- 
lina line. This takes in Back Bay. 
Duck hunting permits are required 
to carry firearms in this area. 

Zone 2 includes all of the Chesa- 
peake Bay and its tributaries south 
of the Virginia-Maryland line, to a 
line drawn from Cape, Charles

Carolina line with the exception of 
that portion reading as follows: All 
the Hampton Roads area enclosed 
by a line drawn from Cape Charles 
to Fort Monroe, thence to and in- 
cluding the James River Bridge, 
thence in a southeasterly direction 
to Deep Creek, thence in a 
ontreasterly direction to Cape 
Henry, and thence in a northerly 
direction to Cape Charles. No hunt- 
ing will be permitted in this re- 
stricted area but hunting is permit- 
ted in the balance of Zone 6 with- 
out a duck hunting permit. 

There is practically no good hunt- 
ing area in this restricted portion 
and the rules of the United States 
Coast Guard should be cheerfully 
complied with. The bearer of a duck 
hunting permit may take others 
with him on his permit but he must 
be responsible for the actions of 
those accompanying him. 

The bearer and those accompany- 
ing him are only permitted^ carry 
shot guns in the duck blinds and 
on boats — no rifles or cameras' will 
be allowed unless receiving special 
permission from the Captain of the 
Port. Applications for duck hunt- 
ing permits should be mailed to, or 
applied for at the office of the 
United States Coast Guard, Post 
Office Building, Norfolk, Va. 



Increase In Duck Population 

A bulletin from Ducks Unlim- 
ited, Winnepeg, Canada, gives 
an interesting account of the con- 
ditions on the western Canadian 
production range. 

The estimated duck populatin 
as of October 6th, 1942, was 96,- 
840,000. An increase of about 22

Princess Anne County farmers 
and poultrymen planning to help 
produce 200 million extra meat 
chickens this fall and winter are 
urged to use only pullorum-tested 
stock, says H. W. Ozlin, county 
farm demonstration agent. 

"There must be no let-up in the 
year-round fight to control dis- 
ease," Ozlin says. "Brooder houses 
must be kept clean, disinfected, 
and provided with a deep litter that 
will take up moisture and keep the 
houses dry. This is especially im- 
portant in winter breeding." 

The 200 million extra meat chick- 
ens will help supplement supplies 
of beef, veal, pork, and lamb ex- 
pected to be available for civilian 
use. 

Pullorum disease can kill chicks 
so fast that a farmer's profits are 
soon turned to losses. It is con- 
trolled by blood-testing eac% hen 
and practicing rigid sanitation con- 
trol in the incubator. Farmers 
should insist on purchasing chicks 
hatched from pullorum-tested stock. 

National poultry organizations 
believe the goal of 200 million ad- 
ditional chickens can be met if 
equipment normally idle during 
fall and winter is utilized. Brooder 
houses are filled to only half their 
normal capacity when a winter 
brood of chicks is reared. This is 
necessary because at this season 
chickens must be reared largely in 
confinement and they would be too 
crowded in broods of usual spring 
numbers. 

Farmers are also urged to use 
feed wheat together with a mash 
containing soybean or peanut meal 
because quantities of these feeds 
are available. 

Commercial poultry meat pro- 
ducers have demonstrated year af- 
ter year that fall and winter brood- 
ing can be successful. By placing 
orders for chicks from pullorum- 
tested stock or making plans for 
large-scale home hatching at the 
earliest possible moment, farmers 
can take immediate stops to par.

As long as 
the stockpiles are high, the mills will be 
grinding out the weapons of victory at a 
capacity rate — when they level off into 
molehills and plateaus, a decline in steel pro- 
duction is not far away. 

Victory stockpiles are America's open-air 
warehouses for salvage, where the scrap 
reserves are stored while awaiting their call 
to the mills. At a moment's notice, as soon as 
a shortage in a particular area becomes evi- 
dent, America can dip into her stockpiles and 
rush sufficient quantities of high-grade scrap 
to the scene to avert any slowdown in the 
production rate. If, on the other hand, the 
same scrap were hidden in 30 million attics 
and farmyards and factories, there would be 
no way to move it to the mills fast enough to 
keep the blast furnaces roaring. 

The current fall campaign for metal scrap 
will bring out of hiding many hundreds of 
thousands of tons. Every pound of this ac- 
cumulated scrap must be carefully sorted 
and graded, must be broken up into specified 
lengths and sixes, must be baled and com- 
pressed before it can be sent to the mills. 
This work requires the skill of expert handl- 
ers. There are not enough such experts in 
the country to do this job overnight. It would

A pamphlet called "Post-War Planning" has been issued by the 
National Resources Planning Board in Washington. It tells us 
that when the time comes fdr the demobilization of war industry 
that our total war effort will loom much larger In the national 
economy than it did in 1918. The men and machines making tanks 
and jeeps and bombs are going to be almost as "out of a job" as 
the soldiers and sailors when victory comes. The future of our men 
in military and civilian positions will present many of the problems, 
and their sudden dismissal, In the effect on the labor market and 
on the volume of consumer-purchasing power, will unquestionably 
aggravate the dangers to our national economy. 

Post-war planning Is described as a task of governments, and the 
opportunity and the responsibility of private enterprise. How to 
shift from the war expenditure of some 70 billion dollars to a peace 
economy without upsetting the national recovery is a job that will 
require the joint cooperation of industry and government, of labor 
and of agriculture. An official statement observes: "It cannot be 
too strongly stated, or too often, that government alone can no 
more win the peace than it can win the war alone." 

Inquiries and reports from business groups Indicate wide study of 
the problems which, industries will face at the close of the war. For 
some industries the road to be taken will undoubtedly be a return 
to just what they were doing before conversion to war products. 
There will be a tremendous number of private cars after the war— 
and radios— and washing machines, and any number of articles 
which are a part of the American way of living. There will be im- 
provements, no doubt, and new models— as we were not at the end 
of the motor age or the electrical age when the war started.

This seven-reel feature film, pro- 
duced for the Office of War Infor- 
mation by Samuel Spewack, war 
correspondent and playwright, is 
taken from American newsreels 
and .from propaganda pictures 
seized from Nazi sources. 

The newsreel shots are unre- 
touched and unrehearsed. There is 
the biasing battleship Arizona, 
slowly foundering at Pearl Harbor 
after the Jap attack of December 
7, 1941; there are the munitions 
plants getting under way v to turn 
out tanks and planes and guns; 
and there are scenes indicative of 
our growing might in the field. At 
the same time, the film brings to 
the screen the pre-war dispute be 
tween isolationists and interven- 
tionists and other components of 
the strife that suddenly ended with 
the • Japanese onslaught leaving 
America united. 

In contrast is the Nazi footage.

A WEEK OP TEE WAR 

MINIMUM- DRAFT AGE » TO 18 

Acting at the suggestion of the President and the request of the 
War Department, the House passed and sent to the Senate legislation 
to reduce the minimum draft age from 20 to 18. The bill provides that 
those who are in high school or college may finish the present school 
year, but after next July educational deferments would be forbidden. 
The bill would also make mandatory the policy of calling all single men 
in a State before calling married men, and then call all childless married 
men before men with children. « 

Secretary of War Stimson announced there are approximately 
4,250,000 men in the Army at present and this total will be increased to 
7,500,000 by the end of 1943 — distributed as follows: 3,300,000 in 
ground forces, 2,200,000 in the air force, 1,000,000 in training and 
1,000,000 in supply services. Mr. Stimson said 18 and 19-year olds are 
more responsive to leadership, are not a* easily fatigued and make 
better soldiers than older men. He said there is danger at present that 
the Army might get<*jx> old. In March of this year the average age of 
divisions being activated was 26 years and 2 months, but in August 
the figure had risen to 28 years and 2 months. 

If the draft age is lowered to 18, a 7,500,000-man Army can be 
built up in 1M3 without calling married men with children. Selective 
Service Director Hershey reported. Induction of married men with 
wives only will begin immediately to fill the Army's call for 1,100,000 
by January 1, he said. 



The War Frost 

Secretary Stimson announced that ground units of the Army are 
now aiding the Marines in the defense of Guadalcanal in the Solomons, 
and Army air and ground troops are now stationed in New Zealand, 
New Caledonia, the New Hebrides and Fiji Islands. "The Japanese are 
continuing to bomb our airfield and shore positions on Guadalcanal 
Island and it is believed that enemy troops and equipment are being 
disposed for a strong assault against our airfield," the Navy reported 
October 18. During the early' morning of October 17, about 14 enemy 
bombers, escorted by 8 fighters, attacked the Guadalcanal airfield and 
shore positions, the communique said, but U. S. fighters and anti-air- 
craft batteries shot down all the bombers and 2 of the fighters. These 
latest raids brought the toll of Japanese aircraft since the Solomons 
fighting began last August to* 307 of all types destroyed. 

"Although large numbers of Japanese troops are known to be on 
Guadalcanal Island, there has been, as yet, no full scale land fighting," 
the Navy said. "Our losses in the current fighting, to date, have been 
minor, but in a battle of this nature losses must be expected. All

of Wages 

Director Byrnes of the Office of Economic Stabilization said the 
War Labor Board wil 1 regulate all salaries under $3,000 and those op 
to $6,000 which am covered la wage igivewsiiti. He said the Treasury 
Department is prepa r i ng regulations for salaries of more than $3,000 
other than those handled by the Board as part of wage regulations. 
The WLB ruled ind i vidual wage adjustments may now be made by 
employers without prior Board approval providing they are "incident 
to the application of the terms of an established wage agreement or to 
established wage rate schedules covering the work assignments of 
employees" and are made as the result of crtain established practices. 



November and December were set at 60 and 70 percent, respectively, 
of the sugar base established by them. 

A specific price ceiling for women's rayon hose will be issued soon, 
the OPA said, and in the meantime, buyers should carefully compare 
prices with those of last March to make certain they are not being 
overcharged. "There is no excuse for* any increase in prices of rayon 
hosiery," the Office said. The OPA placed dried eggs under price con- 
trol at the highest levels at which distributors did business during the 
September 28 - October 2 base period. The Office also set up a method 
for retail dealers to determine their ceiling prices for fresh grapefruit.

RUBBER ROBBERY 



Just a few years ago the average Virginia 
Beach citizen would not have been particular- 
ly interested in a red-hot argument between 
England and the United States over the 
price of rubber. But today with thousands 
of dollars invested in automobiles that are 
worthless without rubber tires, the present 
argument in Congress demands the attention 
of everyone. 

Sec. Hoover is in favor of taking drastic 
steps to force England to break up the rub- 
ber monopoly, since she controls the world's 
supply of crude rubber. But there are two 
sides to the question, and if you will go into 
it, it may be that you will discover some 
things our rubber tire makers would have a 
hard time explaining. 

It has been shown in Congress, for in- 
stance, that a tire formally sold at $22, 
actually contains less than $3 worth of rub- 
ber, and the tires they are now asking $40 
for, are said to contain less than $5 worth of 
rubber. England certainly can't be held re- 
sponsible for this descrepancy. 

The fact of the business is, it looks as 
though the tire makers are merely seeking 
another excuse to give tire prices an early 
boost, and Sec. Hoover is only playing the 
game for them when he suggests that Con- 
gress jump on England. To the casual ob- 
server it would appear that Congress can do 
the auto owners of this country a far greater 
service by calling some of the big tire makers 
of this country on the carpet and making 
them show their hand, than in weakening 
our relations with the best friend we have 
among all the nations of the world — England
